Aanii Tribal members,
best wishes this holiday
season to all of you and
your family. This year is
drawing to a close and gov-
ernmental operations have
accomplished many of their
goals and objectives this
year. | am very pleased
with our efforts and experi-
ence gained by the direc-
tors and staff in the past
year. The Tribal members’
passing of the new constitu-
tion, election of a new
Tribal Council and transition
of infrastructure to meet the
provisions of the new con-
stitution are just a few of
the important events. As
Tribal Administrator, | have
attended meetings in other
Tribal settings and I'm
pleased to report that our
Tribal government is sec-
ond to none in Indian
Country. Our Tribal Council
continues to operate in the
best interests of the Tribal
membership, although diffi-
cult at times our abilities
outweigh the obstacles
when they arise. We have
relocated several offices to
provide space for our leg-
islative branch in the
Administration wing of the
governmental complex.
Economic Development,
Planning and GIS depart-
ments have moved into the
office located on 1345 US
31 North (formerly Health
Administration and often
referred to as our white
house); Tribal
Administration,
Communications and Elders
Program have moved to the
second floor of the govern-
mental complex so the
Legislative Branch has work
space near the Executive
Branch. The phone num-
bers have remained the
same so contacting these
departments should happen
without any difficulty. Elders
are encouraged to use the
elevator when visiting or
seeking services from the
Elders program. The Tribal
Clinic and Health
Administration is up and
running on Hager Drive
behind Victories Casino.
The Health staff is planning
an open house in the month
of December so Tribal
Members can visit the new
facility. The health park will
expand their services in the
future to include a dental
office, a pharmacy and a
radiology department, which
will reduce our operating
costs by not having to con-
tract these services out.
Our fall season has provid-
ed many events for the
Tribal membership: 1.)
Substance Abuse -Just a
Plain Farm outing, 2.)

Sovereignty Day celebra-
tion, 3.) Education -
Halloween Trick or Treating
at governmental building,
4.) Tribal Court - Talking
Circles, 5.) Language
Program - Bingo, Immersion
program and classes, 6.)
Ghost Suppers honoring
our ancestors just to men-
tion a few. These events
are attended by many par-
ticipants, often over a hun-
dred people for the bigger
celebrations.

The LTBB Governmental
operations have completed
a very successful profes-
sional development series
focusing on Tribal history,
governmental functions, tra-
ditions/culture and the
seven grandfather teach-
ings. These training ses-
sions included many com-
munity members and staff
as presenters. This team
building-based training pro-
vided many governmental
staff a better understanding
of why our process works
the way it does. Chi-
Miigwech, to the Seven
Grandfathers Teachings
work group, who, with their
vision and hard work,
brought forth a very good
final product. To Pat,
Michael, John and Jim
Naganashe for bringing the
drum to all the trainings, we
were blessed with your
songs. Chi-Miigwetch, to
Deleta Smith, for leading us
in prayer at every session.

The Grants and
Donations program will be
initiated by reviewing
requests made to Tribal
Council in the past year,
the program will have pack-
ets that interested Tribal
members can pick up in the
Administration Office or
receive them by mail. The
program will be coordinated
by Administration Assistant,
Melissa Wiatrolik. The
process, once a packet is
received, is to review the
proposal, clarify any ques-
tions with the contact per-
son before sending it to a
review committee for
approval. Once it is
approved by the committee,
the funding will be forward-
ed to the contact person for
implementation of the proj-
ect. This year, our process
is streamlined and we are
working on funding those
projects received this year
by Tribal Council which are
still legitimate despite being
addressed in the latter part
of 2005. Administration
Assistant, Melissa Wiatrolik,
contact information is 231-
242-1420 and new packets
will be ready for distribution
after January 1, 2006. This
new program removes the

Tribal Council from the
decision-making process in
allocating funding to Tribal
members and minimizes the
potential for conflict when
approving and distributing
funding to the membership.

Governmental opera-
tions staff is 76% Native
American, with many being
LTBB members, and our
level of experience is
reflected by the large num-
ber of staff with over 5
years experience. This only
strengthens the governmen-
tal operation’s ability to pro-
vide good services to our
membership. We are also
turning the corner on the
benefits of providing higher
education opportunities. In
earlier years, the percent-
age of Tribal Members
graduating from high school
was very low. In recent
years, we have many who
graduate and continue their
education by attending col-
lege. In the 70's, unfortu-
nately, there was none or
very little assistance avail-
able to pursue a college
education and Native
American students were
often burdened by student
loans or scrambling to find
other sources of funding to
attend college. The Tribal
Council continues to sup-
port higher education schol-
arship programs, with a
goal to increase the number
of Tribal members with
higher education creden-
tials. With future hope,
Tribal members or other
Native Americans may
chose to apply for vacant
governmental or enterprise
positions with higher educa-
tion requirements. The
change is coming with more
and more tribal members
completing degree pro-
grams.

Reminder: the
Governmental Human
Resources Department is in
the process of developing a
career development pro-
gram which includes a
resume database where
Tribal member's information
can be stored until a posi-
tion meeting the tribal
member's qualifications
becomes available. Send a
resume to Governmental
Human Resources for inclu-
sion into this database so
the department can contact
you when a position is post-
ed and inquire if you want
to be considered for the
vacant position. In closing,
on behalf of the govern-
mental staff, I'd like to wish
all LTBB members and their
families a Merry Christmas
and safe travels through
the Holiday Season.

The great indigenous vision-
ary, philosopher, author and
activist Vine Deloria, Jr. passed
over to join his ancestors today,
November 13, 2005. Our
thoughts and prayers go to his
wife, Barbara, to his children
and his other relatives. The
passing of Vine creates a huge
intellectual and analytical void
in the native and non-native
worlds. He will be greatly
missed.

It is appropriate to reflect
on the meaning of Vine's conti-
butions to indigenous peoples'
resistance, and to reflect on our
responsibilities to maintain and
to advance the lessons that
Vine gave to us. It is safe to say
that without the example provid-
ed by the writing and the think-
ing of Vine Deloria, Jr., there
likely would have been no
American Indian Movement,
there would be no international
indigenous peoples' movement
as it exists today, and there
would be little hope for the
future of indigenous peoples in
the Americas.

Vine Deloria, Jr. was a true
revolutionary when he wrote
"Custer Died for Your Sins" in
1969, the first of his scores of
books and scholarly articles (for
a partial bibliography of Vine's
important books go to:

http://www.ipl.org/div/nata
m/bin/browse.pl/A31). He had
the courage and the vision to
challenge the dominating socie-
ty at its core. He was unapolo-
getic in confronting the racism
of U.S.law and policy, and he
was prophetic in challenging
young indigenous activists to
hone their strategies.

We will write much more
about Vine in the upcoming
days. He was our elder states-
man and mentor. For now, we
will share this passage from
"Custer Died For Your Sins," as a
reminder of our responsibilities,
and to ensure that we are more
deliberate and strategic in our
resistance.

"Ideological leverage is
always superior to violence....
The problems of Indians have

always been ideological rather
than social, political or econom-
ic....[I]t is vitally important that
the Indian people pick the intel-
lectual arena as the one in
which to wage war. Past events
have shown that the Indian peo-
ple have always been fooled by
the intentions of the white man.
Always we have discussed irrele-
vant issues while he has taken
our land. Never have we taken
the time to examine the premis-
es upon which he operates so
that we could manipulate him
as he has us."

and this relevent passage
regarding the example of the
great Oglala Lakota leader
Tashunka Witko (Crazy Horse):

"Crazy Horse never drafted
anyone to follow him. People
recognized that what Crazy
Horse did was for the best and
was for the people. Crazy Horse
never had his name on the sta-
tionery. He never had business
cards. He never received a per
diem. *** Until we can once
again produce people like Crazy
Horse all the money and help in
the world will not save us. It is
up to us to write the [next] chap-
ter of the American Indian upon
this continent." page 272

For many of us, Vine was a
contemporary Crazy Horse.
Perhaps we squandered his
time with us. We took him for
granted, and assumed that he
would always be with us. Now,
the question is, not only will we
produce more Crazy Horses, but
will we produce more Vine
Deloria, Jr.s?

Vine, we will miss you, but
we will continue your work
toward freedom for native peo-
ples everywhere. Mitakuye
Oyasin.

ATTENTION RESIDENT
TRIBAL MEMBERS (RTM'S)

The Tax season will soon be
upon us, and to make sure this
process runs smoothly for RTM's,
we have included the following
tax information.

"Resident Tribal Member"
means a Tribal Member whose
principal place of residence is
located within the Agreement
Area.

The following Townships, or
portions of, are included in the
Tax Agreement Area (TAA): Cross
Village, Readmond, Friendship,
West Traverse, Little Traverse,
Bear Creek, Resort, Bay, and
Hayes. Also included are the City
of Petoskey, City of Harbor
Springs, and the City of
Charlevoix (only north of the
bridge).

Please Note: Only Tribal
Members residing within the TAA
are exempt from Michigan non-
business income taxes and will
also receive the Resident Tribal
Member Annual Sales Tax Credit.
RTM status is established on the
1st day of the proceeding month
from which the Enroliment
Department has received a writ-
ten change of address (forms are
available at the Enrollment
office). Change of address can
not be done over the phone.
Also note that it is the Tribal
Member's  responsibility to

change the address as soon as it

occurs, so that RTM status can
be acquired. This is to the RTM's
benefit. Neither the Enroliment
Dept. nor EDD is responsible for
back-tracking address changes
when the proper documentation
has not been provided! You will
not be eligible until your address
has been changed with the
Enrollment Department, which
must include a physical address;
PO Box addresses are not
acceptable by themselves. The
RTM list is mailed to the State of
Michigan on a monthly basis.

RESIDENT TRIBAL MEMBER ANNUAL
SALES TAX CREDIT (MI-4013)

The RTM Sales Tax Credit
was designed to cover any items
not listed under Section lll
(2), (3), and (4) of the Tax
Agreement.

The Resident Tribal Member
Annual Sales Tax Credit is based
on a percentage of the RTM's
modified federal Adjusted Gross
Income multiplied by .009.
Modified AGI includes Social
Security benefits, Social Security
Disability benefits, Railroad
Retirement benefits, unemploy-
ment benefits, and fishing
income. Modified AGI can not
exceed $80,000 per RTM. Left
over cap from one RTM spouse
can not be carried over to the
other RTM spouse.

Radon gas is a colorless, tasteless,
odorless gas having no physical warning
signs. Radon also fails to produce any
warning symptoms of its presence.
Therefore, radon, the cancer causing gas,
is becoming a growing problem in homes,
school, and work environments. Radon is
a class A carcinogen, which means that is
known to cause cancer in humans, and it
is the second leading cause of lung can-
cer next to smoking. Like smoking, not
everyone who is exposed will actually
develop lung cancer. Your risk is deter-
mined by how

potential for elevated radon levels.
However, residences, schools, and work
places in all regions may contain elevated
radon levels and should be tested on an
individual basis. Since radon does not
produce any physical warning signs, it is
important to verify the safety of your envi-
ronment with a radon test.

Once an area with elevated levels of
radon has been located, several options
for risk reduction (or mitigation) are avail-
able. Primarily, if elevated radon levels
are found in the basement level of a

the earth's outer layers, and it is trans-
ported and released when groundwater
reaches the Earth’s surface. The
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA)
has surveyed indoor air quality data in
combination with geological data in order
to assess the threat of Radon throughout
the country. A radon level exceeding 4
pCi/I (picocuires/liter of air) is of concern
for a potential health risk. Individual
regions and counties have been assigned
a score (1 through 3) indicating their

priate solution.

Radon gas is an increasing health risk
and requires proactive efforts in order to
promote the health of LTBB citizens.

Free test kits are available through
the LTBB air quality program.

Carbon
Monoxice
Alarm Grat
Program

Our carbon monoxide grant pro-
gram last year was a great success; forty
(40) units were installed in elder's homes.
This year the size of our grant is more
than doubled. Carbon monoxide units
will be available to Tribal members on a
first come-first serve basis, until all car-
bon monoxide alarms have been sched-
uled for installation.

WHAT Is CARBON MONOXIDE?

Carbon monoxide is a deadly gas
that is difficult to detect because it is
odorless and invisible. As a result, it is
known as "the silent killer."

Carbon monoxide is produced by
fuel-burning appliances and equipment in
our homes. If you have heating, cooking
or power equipment that uses fuels such
as oil, natural gas, coal, wood, propane or
gasoline, then your home is at risk for
potential carbon monoxide poisoning.
Homes with attached garages are also at
risk, because vehicles left running in the
garage can cause carbon monoxide to
seep into the home.

Carbon monoxide poisoning can be
prevented by proper care and use of
household equipment. Carbon monox-
ide alarms can provide early detection if
carbon monoxide leaks or accumula-
tion occurs. If you suspect carbon
monoxide poisoning in your home, call
the appropriate responding emergency
services agency, usually your local fire
department or 9-1-1. Keep all emergency
response numbers posted by every tele-
phone.

e Carbon monoxide alarms are
different from smoke alarms, and
have different functions. Carbon
monoxide alarms do not provide
early warning of a fire. Smoke alarms
do not provide early warning of car
bon monoxide exposure. Your home
needs both carbon monoxide and
smoke alarm protection.

Symptoms of carbon monoxide poi-
soning are similar to symptoms of the flu,
and can include headache, dizziness,
nausea and shortness of breath. If your
carbon monoxide alarm sounds - check
to see if it is plugged in properly, or if bat-
tery-powered, check the battery to be sure
the device is operating. If you suspect that
carbon monoxide is leaking in your
home, follow these steps:

e Open windows and doors to ventilate
the rooms, or in severe cases of
carbon monoxide exposure,
evacuate the home.

e C(Call to report that you suspect
carbon monoxide is accumulating.
Usually the appropriate agency to call
is the fire department or 9-1-1.

e Seek immediate medical treatment
for anyone who has severe symp
toms.

e Follow the advice of the responding
emergency services agency before
re-entering your home, and quickly
obtain repairs as needed.
